Without which change, no tepentance, no be- 
ing ſaved: The two main and eſſentiall parts of repentance are contrition 
or humiliation, aud coxverfian or refor mation. It is not true tepemanct, 


except hu niliation and reſormation go both together: for eicher of theſe 
fiagle make but a half, or — repentance.
